Kingston, Jamaica, Sept. 9.— The con- 
ference of West Indian representatives 
nt the island of Barbadoes passed a res 
lution formally demanding aid from the 
home Kovernmeut, as a matter of right, 
as being the only available remedy for 
the industrial crisis, and also demanding 
the adoption of measures either lor the 
exclusion of bounty-fed sugar from the 
English market, or the adoption of coun- 
tervailing duties. No ultimatum look- 
ing to American annexation was adopt- 
ed, although the- question was Incident- 
ally discussed us a possible future con- 
tingency, to offset Cuban and Purto 
Rica.li competition in the American mar- 
ket, should Great Britain conclusively 
refuse the relief demanded. The ques- 
tion of annexation to Cuuada was not 
mentioned, and the Jamaican delegates, 
iu an interview, declared that, while an- 
nexation to lli« United States was im- 
probable, the transference of the British 
West Indian islands to Canada was im- 
practicable, besides promising no relief.

PORTO RICO EVACUATION. 

Spain Making No Move Towards the 
Promised Arrangements. 

San Juan de Porto Rico. Sept. tt— The 
American evacuation commissioners, at 
a meeting held yesterday afternoon, de- 
cided to notify Captain-General Macks 
that they were present and ready to pro- 
ceed with business. A communication 
to this effect was drafted in most court- 
eous terms. It asked where and when 
the Spanish commissioners woidd meet 
the Americans. Lieut. Sears delivered 
(he communication to the Captain-Gen- 
eral. He drove to the .palace in a car- 
riage, and when at the gate a brick was 
hurled at him from the sidewalk. Being 
an old baseball player, he was able partly 
to ward the missile off with his hands, 
and it fell, striking him on the ankle, 
but doing only slight injury. 

The American commissioners are de- 
termined to brook no delay. Although 
Captain-General Maeias recognized their 
presence by olilclal visits, they have not 
been notified of the appointment or of 
the names of the Spanish commissioners, 
and the names of the hitter have not 
been otlicinlly gazetted here, in spite of 
the fact that it is understood, unofficially, 
that Generals Ortega and VallerLno and 
the auditor uf the war, Senor Aguilar. 
comprise the commission. The 30 days 
expire on Sunday, and if the Spaniards 
are not prepared to proceed on that 
date, they must explain the matter. 

SCOURGED BY FIRE. 

Valuable Property Destroyed and Lives 
Brought in Danger at Alberni. 

Bush fires resulting from carelessness 
or criminal malice are changing the 
Alberni mining district into a mountain- 
ous sea of llnme, the lives of scores of 
prospectors who are out iu the hills, be- 
ing endangered by the fierce-roaring lires 
that yesterday closed in upon the town 
of Alberni, ami now threaten it with oblit- 
eration. 

According to a telegram from Alberni 
last evening, the conflagration was the 
deliberate work of n miscreant for whom 
the police will have a warrant as soon 
us the danger is past, and who is accus- 
ed of having deliberately fired the forest 
below the town. 

During the afternoon the flames which 
had twice before approached dangerously 
close to the settlement, reached and de- 
stroyed the assay ollice, while at the last 
word from the beleaguered village, all 
the residents were engaged in the battle 
for the salvation of their homes and pro- 
perty. 

The last message coming over the wire 
announced that the "mineralogical office" 
had gone, the wind was rising, and the 
saw mill and other important buildings 
were in serious danger. Redford's 
slaughter houses and barns were twice 
on lire within three hours, but still 
standing. 

Above Alberni, the country in the dis- 
trict known as Cherry Creek, is all on 
fire. The big barn on Mr. Best's ranch, 
filled with the season's crop of hay and 
grain, hns been totally destroyed, and 
the residence saved only through the 
timely arrival of neighbors. Fences 
and outbuildings are being cut out every- 
where by the fires, and a number of 
people have been badly burned in their 
efforts to save property. 

It is scarcely possible that all the 
prospectors in the mountains will es- 
cape ailivo, and everyone acquainted with 
the country must shudder in the contem- 
plation of their terrible position. 

Nearer Victoria on both the Van- 
couver Island and the Washington State 
shores, the high lands are a blaze of 
Hume, Hie dense yellow smoke obscuring 
the sun, and with the fog prevailing at 
the entrance to the straits, greatly in- 
terfering with navigation. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Grain Syndicates Eyeing Ontario 
Wheat—A Hotel Fire— Suicide 
By Shotgun. 

Winnipeg, Sept. !).— (Special)— Hon. T. 
P. Black, a member of the Nova Scotia 
provincial executive, is here, en route 
to the Pacific coast. 

The Free Press says: " It is under- 
stood that one, and perhaps two. of the 
Manitoba grain syndicates intend operat- 
ing this fall in Ontario. One company 
will send down their representatives this 
coming week to look after the purchase 
of wheat. Last season grain buyers 
made more money exporting Ontario 
wheat than dealing in the Manitoba arti- 
cle, and this has tempted local men to 
take the new departure." 

It is reported from Strnssburg, Assn., 
that a young man named Huber commit- 
ted suicide by shooting himself with a 
common shotgun last week. The re- 
mains were horribly lacerated and 
scorched, and were buried without any 
investigation. 

What might have been a shockingly 
fatal fire occurred early this morning in 
the Royal hotel, near the C. P. R. sta- 
tion. No one was injured, though one 
man was overcome with smoke, and had 
to be helped out of the building, while 
two small children were thrown from 
the top story into a blanket. The build- 
ing was only slightly damaged.

The Islands Will Have Local Self 
Government Bused on Pres- 
ent Conditions. 



San Francisco, Sept. 0.— The steamer 
Coptic has arrived from Yokohama and 
Hongkong via Honolulu bringing the 
following advices to the Associated Press 
from the latter city under date Septem- 
ber 3: 

It will be the "Territory of Hawaii." 
That :is the name which the annexation 
commission has decided to recommend to 
congress. Thus will be preserved the 
distinctive origin of tlds part of the 
United States. The history and tra- 
dition of the islands will go on in un- 
broken union with the name. 

The form of government will he mod- 
elled on the existing territorial govern- 
ment. There will be no further de- 
partures from this form than local con- 
ditions and national considerations mnke 
necessary. It is possible that in work- 
ing out the details the form of gov- 
ernment will not approximate so closely 
to that of state government as the or- 
dinary form of government does. But 
the ultimate possibility of statehood will 
not bo barred. Still there will be no dis- 
trict of Columbia or Alaska form of 
government proposed. 

Local self-government will be given 
through the extension of the municipal 
idea. The islands will be divided into 
municipal districts having control under 
restrictions of purely local affairs. Hono- 
lulu for instance will be a municipal dis- 
trict embracing the whole of the island 
of Oahu. 

The question of n territorial legislature- 
has not been fully settled. There will 
probably be one but with limited powers. 
All the attributes of sovereignty, how- 
ever, will be exercised by the national 
government of the United States. The 
people of Hawaii will be called on to 
consider themselves Americans, looking 
to the national government as the source 
of national power. In internal affairs 
they will have the opportunity of exer- 
cising the high attribute of American cit- 
izenship, local self-government. 

The form of government the commis- 
sion will recommend will be one calculat- 
ed to do nwny with the associiitions of 
national independence and create osso> 
ciations and the feeling of union with the 
United States. It is pretty clear from 
what has been said by members of the 
commission from time to time that in 
framing a form of government for these 
islands they have also been charged by 
the administration at Washington with 
forming n model which can be adopted 
to Porto Rico and other new possessions: 
the war has brought the United States. 
The commission is trying to so shape 
its work as to be able to conclude its 
labors by September 20. 

QUEEN WILHELMINA TIRED. 

Long Drawn Out Coronation Perform- 
ances Are Becoming a Bore. 

The Hague, Sept. 9. — A special religi- 
ous service was held at St. James church 
to-day for Queen Wilhelmiua. . It was a 
beautiful and impressive ceremony. The 
Queen entered attended by a retinue of 
high Officials. She was also attended by 
her mother, the Princess of Weise and! 
the ladies-in-waiting. Prince Frederick 
of Weise, son of the reigning Trinee,. 
was present. The young prince's mother- 
is a princess of the Netherlands, and it 
is popularly believed he will be Wilhel- 
niina's choice for a husband. ' 

The young Queen sat in a chair on a 
high platform facing the pulpit. She- 
was pale and looked tired. Her majesty 
joined in the singing and listened to a. 
long sermon delivered by the court chap- 
lain, Dr. G. .T. Vander Flior. A chorus. 
Of 100 voices then sang a special iintheuu 
composed by Nicholas Beets. 

DISPUTING ALREADY. 

Hawaiian Local Authorities Object to 
Turning Over Their Militia. 

Sun Francisco, Sept. 9.— Honolulu ad- 
vices by the Coptic state that there is n 
clash between Col. Barber and the Ha- 
waiian government over military quar- 
ters. The Hawaiian government, as is 
known, at the end of August withdrew 
its garrison of troops from the Execu- 
tive building and grounds, nnd it was - 
deemed that, with the presence of Unit- 
ed States troops at Honolulu there wns 
no more need of troops to guard the 
public buildings. The paid military of 
Hawaii simply went out of existence. 
In the meantime the Hawaiian govern- 
ment had notified the United States rep- 
resentatives here that after August .'list 
it would not be responsible for the offi- 
cial military courtesies of this port, as 
it is now an American port. The Unit- 
ed Stntes military authorities then signi- 
fied their intention of occupying the late 
Hawaiian military headquarters, includ- 
ing the barracks and officers' quarters. 
To this the Hawaiian government ob- 
jected, claiming the buildings are purely 
civil.

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THE MIOWERA ARRIVES 

Canadian-Australian Liner Reaches 
Port After an Uneventful 
Trip From the South. 



Steamship Amur Leaves for the 
North Full of Cargo and 
Passengers. 



The Canadian- Australian liner Mio- 
vera, Oapt, F. A. Hemming, arrived at 
the outer wharf last evening, a day be- 
hind time, she baying been delayed for 
twenty-four hours by a heavy fog at 
the entrance to the straits with the 
exception of the fog off Una coast hue 
weather was experienced throughout the 
trip. The Miowera. left Sydney on Aug- 
ust la, Wellington, August 18, Suva 
August 23, and urriving at Honolulu at 
1 p. m. on the 31st, left again at U in 
the evening for A r ictoritt. She brought 
a large number of passengers, principally 
tourists, and a fully cargo, including 750 
tons of sugar for the Vancouver refinery. 
George tiring, "King of Fanning Is- 
land," was a passenger as far as Hono- 
lulu on the vessel. Mr. "William White, 
of the Inter-Island Steamship Co., and 
Mrs. White came over from Honolulu, 
and will spend several mouths on the 
coast. 

THE AMUR AWAY. 
Not in several months has the steamer 
Amur sailed North with a larger load ot 
passengers and freight than she had 
when she left last evening. Space was 
reserved for 150 tons of Northwest 
mounted police supplies, to be taken on 
at Vancouver and carried to Skngway. 
There were aboard about 200 tons of 
general cargo loaded at Victoria, the 
bulk of which are supplies consigned to 
contractors who intend operating on 
the Stlkinc next winter. This will be 
all landed at Wrangel, where many of 
the passengers, including William Mar- 
riot, of the Casea Trading & Transporta- 
tion Co., will debark. Among others to 
take passage on the steamer are a party 
of 15 or 20 miners going to Dawson, for 
whom the Amur will call at Nanaimo; 
Mrs. James Seeley, who is going to Daw 
son to rejoin her husband; and Mr. and 
Mrs. Parsons. The steamer Horsa, 
which follows the Amur North, has not 
so large a freight, but carries many pas 
sengers. 

VANCOUVER AND CALIFORNIA. 

The press aad people of Vancouver 
have commenced a vigorous agitation for 
a direct steamship service to San Fran- 
cisco, and represent that the C. P. R. 
and local business in conjunction would 
justify the establishment of such a line. 
Incidental to the subject, the Province 
prints the following: " There is abso- 
lutely no question as to the necessity of 
a direct steamship line between Vancou- 
ver and San Francisco, and it is grati- 
fying to tind the city council taking the 
matter up and endeavoring to arrange 
an active campaign for bringing about 
the desired change. The business be- 
tween the two points has already attain- 
ed good proportions, and there is a great 
deal of passenger travel, and both the 
freight and passenger traffic are bound 
to iucrease. It is, therefore, of the 
utmost importance that the bother of 
changing boats at an intermediate port 
should be done away with." 

MARINE NOTES. 

The British ship AcamaB will be towed 
up to the Eraser by the tug Dome to- 
doy. She is now at the outer wharf, 
where she has received lu.OOO eases of 
her salmon cargo. The work of loading 
the ship is being superintended by Mr. 
A. McDermott. 

Tenders are being called by the naval 
authorities at Esquimalt for a small 
steamer to assist II. M. S. Egeria in 
making a survey of the coast waters of 
British Columbia. 

Fog encountered in the Straits and a 
delay on the Sound accounted for the 
City of Kingston not arriving until noon 
vesterday. 

The steam freighter Lapwing arrived 
from Rivers Inlet yesterday with 2,500 
eases of salmon.

BRITISH FREE TRADE. 

It Works Beautifully For the United 
States In Increasing Her 
Sales Abroad. 

Washington, Sept. 9.— The fact that 
British imports into the United States 
have fallen off greatly in the past year, 
while American exports to Great Britain 
have greatly increased, has been an- 
nounced from time to time during the 
year, but the full year's figures, just pre- 
sented by the treasury bureau of statis- 
tics, bring to the surface some interest- 
ing details not heretofore published. 
These show that, while the exports from 
the United States to the United King- 
dom have increased 12 per cent., the im- 
ports from the United Kingdom have 
fallen oil" 35 per cent. The exports from 
the United States to the United King- 
dom during the past year were, in 
round numbers, five times as much as 
the imports from the United Kingdom, 
the figures being: Imports from the 
United Kingdom, $109,138,365; exports 
to the United Kingdom, #5-10,800,102. 

THE SICK SOLDIERS. 

One Third of American Troops in Torto 
Rico Awaiting Transports as 
Invalids. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, Sept. 9.— Illness 
r.niong the United States troops here is 
increasing. There are now more than 
35 per cent, unfit for duty. Within a 
radius of a few miles from Ponce there 
nre 1,000 soldiers in the hospitals. In 
some commands there are 30 per cent, of 
the men down with fever, principally ty- 
phoid. The City of Chester has arrived 
with medical supplies and -10 nurses. 
The surgeons here are handling the pa- 
tients as well as possible. Considering 
the conditions, the percentage of deaths 
is small. The convalescent, however, 
have climate to contend with, and after 
the fever lias left them the patients fail 
to recover strength. They should be 
sent north at once. The need for trans- 
ports as convalescent home and hospital 
ships is imperative. If there was wet 
weather the conditiou would become 
much worse. 

Before his departure General Wilson 
announced his approval of the findings 
of the military commission, ami the 
trial of the Carlo "firebugs," Joseph Bur- 
gos and Ramon A r ega, each of whom was 
sentenced to fifteen years' hard labor, 
and Leo Ardo Colon, Juan Martinez Plo- 
riniero, to two years each with hard 
labor. The prisoners have been placed 
in prison at Poace. 

SPAIN'S TROUBLES. 

The Sagasta Ministry Will Be Short 
Lived— Relief for Distress in 
Cuba. 

Madrid, Sept. 9.— Via Biarritz— The 
government's severe measures to prevent 
reports of the secret sessions of the 
cortes nre nullified by the senntors and 
deputies of the opposition who are eager 
to inform the foreign correspondents as 
to what goes on. Yesterday's session 
of the chamber ended with Senator Sil 
vela attacking the government and ex 
claiming: "The Sagasta ministry is a 
corpse and we do not discuss corpses; we 
bury them." 

Senor Cannlejas, who is a lieutenant of 
Polaviejns' now party, urged an inquiry 
into the sources of the charges against 
the army nnd navy. The debate appar- 
ently weakened the government. It is 
reported thnt a* yesterday's cabinet conn 
cil Senor Sngasta told his colleagues that 
they must be prepared for the fall of the 
cabinet. 

Cen. Blanco has applied to the govern- 
ment for funds representing that tin 
situation in Cuba is most distressing. 
Romero Giron, minister for the colonies, 
has asked the treasury for 100,000.000 
pesetas. In reply he received 30,000,- 
000. 

The Bnnk of Spain nominally holds one 
billion pesetas in internal fours but the 
sum supplied to the government on this 
guarantee is already exhausted.

The 
time for receiving entries expires next 
Wednesday evenii t. and all shouild make 
entry before that time, so that the space 
can be properly allotted. in nearly 
every division the list hns been extended, 
while a new division, embracing poul- 
try, pigeons and rabbits, has been ndd- 
ed.

AGUINALDO HAS A RIVAL. 

And the Two of Them Make a Heap of 
Trouble For Their Ameri- 
can Allies. 

Manila, Sept. 9.— The attitude of the 
Philippine insurgent leaders is daily be- 
coming more dangerous. So open is 
their opposition to the American authori- 
ties that the situation is strained, and 
reconciliation may be diilletilt. What 
makes the situation more troublesome is 
die undisguised rivalry between the fol- 
lowers of General Aguinaldo, the self- 
proclaimed dictator, and General Pio 
Pilau, who covets the honor which 
Aguinaldo acquired. 

Gen. Pio Pilau is in command of the 
insurgent troops stationed south of Man- 
ila, and uses them in the way which 
will be most annoying to Aguinaldo, and 
ut the same time makes every effort to 
show his litter disregard of the American 
officials. His forces continue to patrol 
the city, encouraging lawlessness in 
every direction. They are constantly 
annoying American troops engaged in 
the difficult task of preserving order. 

Aguiualdo's course is no less annoying. 
He no longer attempts to conceal his 
hostility to the officials who represent 
the United States, and yesterday issued 
an order prohibiting soldiers from enter- 
ing the American lines. This course he 
probably deemed necessary in order to 
prevent, them from becoming so well 
disposed towards Americans as to de- 
stroy his power by repudiating his lead- 
ership. 

A Manila despatch says: "In con- 
formity with the new regulations, most 
of the Spanish steamers nre taking Am- 
erican registry. The native crews re- 
fuse to serve under Spanish officers, and 
the insurgents demand that the Ameri- 
can authorities employ no Spaniards, in 
any capacity whatever. The insurgents 
continue divided between those who ad- 
vocate absolute independence, and those 
who favor an American protectorate. 
The British cruiser Powerful arrived 
to-day and saluted Admiral Dewey. 
Gen. Otis responded from the Utah bat- 
tery in the citadel. It was the lirst sal- 
ute since the surrender." 

SHORT DESPATCHES. 

There is a lull in the Dreyfus affair. 
It is believed the real difficulty in the 
way of revision is that the only docu- 
ments relied on are said to have been 
obtained illicitly from a foreign embassy 
and the government is beginning to douut 
the authenticity of these. A semi-offic- 
ial note denies that any foreign gov- 
ernment has made any sort of communi- 
cation to the French government relative 
to the Dreyfus affair. 

In a dense fog of! the English coast, 
the steamer Knarwater struck the Lan 
<lana amidships. The passengers on the 
Lundana, numbering 45 persons, were 
as quickly as possible ordered into the 
beats. Having been in bed many of 
them escaped nearly naked. They were 
mostly negroes bound to Africa and 
were so terrified that they were restrain- 
ed with difficulty from jumping over- 
board. 

The London Tunes and other morning 
papers call upon the government for en 
ergetic action in Crete, more especially 
if the stories oi the complicity of Turk 
ish troops be confimed. German nnd 
Austrian papers declare that their gov- 
ernments will have nothing to do with 
Crete. The Cologne Gazette says: "Ger- 
many may congratulate herself on hav- 
ing withdrawn her fleet from Crete 
thereby leaving the responsibility to 
others." 

The Berlin Lokul Anzeiger says that a 
fortnight ago an attempt was made to 
assassinate Queen Wilheliniua near Am- 
ersfort, province of Utrecht. A man 
emerged from behind a tree and fired 
a revolver at Her Majesty. The bullet 
missed the Queen but ploughed the 
cheek of a lady in attendance. The 
would-be assassin was arrested. He is 
supposed to be an English anarchist. 

The New York Times says: "There is 
expected to be a speedy cessation of the 
pussengti rate cutting between New- 
York and Chicago. The Canadian Pa- 
cific people propose to restore the rates 
to the standard basis on September 25 
Genera] passenger agents of the Ameri 
can trunk lines expect to see through 
rates from New York, Chicago and St 
Paul restored to the regular figures at 
the same time. 

The Ancient nnd Honorable Artillery 
Company of Boston has decided to visit 
Quebec. It will be there October 3, 
making its headquarters at the Chateau 
Frontenac. 

Dr. S. B. Evans, an old and highly re- 
r-eeted citizen of Picton, Ont., was found 
dead in Dr. Phillips' oilice there last 
night. 

Sir Oliver Mowut has promised to open 
the Western fair at London, Ont., on 
Tuesday next. 

Hon. Thos. F. Bayard is very ill at 
Dedhani, Mass. 

CAPT. CON STAN T I N E ALL RIGHT 

Yukon Miners Contribute a Handsome 
Token of Their Respect and 
Goodwill. 

San Francisco, Sept. 9.— A unique 
product of the Goldsmith's art lias just 
been completed in this city on the order 
of _ the Alaska Commercial company, 
which acted for several hundred miners 
on the Yukon. It consists of u heavy 
stand for a cut-glass fruit bowl, made 
out of more than 500 Klondike nuggets 
soldered together, just as they were dug 
from the rich gravel bars of Alaska. 
The novelty of design us well as the 
great vulue of the piece has attracted 
much attention. 

When Capt. Constantine, of the police 
of the Northwest Territories, was about 
to take his leave of the Yukon territory 
a few weeks ago, a movement was 
started among the miners to present 
him with a parting testimonial, nnd sev- 
eral nuggets of no small worth were 
dropped into n buckskin hag as a starter. 
The hag was passed around from hand 
to hand until the pile of nuggets and 
gold dust was worth $2,000. 

The contribution of the grateful Yu- 
koners was sent to this city, through the 
trading company's agents, to be manu- 
factured into some suitable form in 
which Capt. Constantine, on his return 
to British Columbia, would have a ma- 
terial expression of the appreciation in 
which his former associates in the 
North held his services in the commu- 
nity. 

On the face of the howl is a shield 
bearing an inscription telling of the pur- 
pose of the handsome gift, and engraved 
with the officer's monogram.

He brings the news that 
the British Challenge Shield, a skirmish- 
ing trophy which, as already reported, 
was won by the province, was taken by 
a team drawn wholly from Victoria.

SIR CHARLKS TUPPER. 

The Conservative Leader Refers to rust 
Overtures for Reciprocity. 

Halifax, Sept. 9.-(Speeial)— Sir Clms 
Tapper was the guest of honor at a po- 
litical picnic to North West Ann yester- 
day and in the evening he spoke at 
length at a public meeting in the Ly- 
ceum. 

Referring to the international confer- 
ence at Quebec he said the Liberal party 
ot Canada claimed to be a party having 
most friendly feeling for the United 
States, but he wished to state that the 
Conservative party had used every en- 
deavor to bring about a reciprocity treaty 
which would weld the two great Eng- 
lish speaking countries. 

TOLL CONSTABLES' VOTE. 

Judicial Decision Likely to Declare Its 
Validity. 

Toronto, Sept. 9.— (Speeinl)— Argument 
on the vexed question of the right of a 
special poll constable to vote at tin 
general elections which has been in pro 
gress in the Court of Appeal for the 
past two days, closed this morning, with 
a reply from W. Nesbitt to the counsel 
representing the government and a brief 
rcjoiner from S. H. Blake. 

The court, of course, gave no direct in 
timatioa of its probable decision, but 
judging from the frequent interchange of 
remarks between bench and counsel the 
right of the constables to vote will be 
maintained. 

Mr. Blake's argument on behalf of the 
government view wns of the case was 
a most brillant effort, nnd a mos£ com 
prehensive reply to the arguments of the 
opposing counsel, who were heavily out- 
matched throughout. 

FOUR HUNDRED SLAIN. 

Result of Mussulman Outbreuk In Can- 
dia— The Admirals Ask Re- 
in forcements. 

Candla, Sept. 9— The foreign admirals 
have requested the powers to send a bat- 
talion each to reinforce the international 
garrison. On the request of the udinir 
als, the Cretan executive committee 
have succeeded in inducing the Christian 
insurgents in Candia to retire outside 
the cordon. 

The Turkish military commandant 
says he has given the Turkish military 
authorities at Candia strict instructions 
to ussist in maintaining order, He de- 
clares that the Bashi-Bazouks nre re- 
sponsible for the recent outbreaks. 

To-day 21 additional bodies of Chris 
tians were discovered under the smould 
ering ruins at Candia. 

The British admiral, it is said, has de 
manded the disarmament of the mussul 
mans. 

Athens, Sept. 9.— News has been re- 
ceived here from Candia that another 
bombardment is imminent. The lires 
continue. Four hundred deaths nre al- 
ready attested. Martial law has been 
proclaimed.

The Races To-day. 
Yesterday's City of Kingston brought 
still other competitors for to-duy's bicy- 
cle meet at the Oak Bay track, under the 
management of Mr. T. A. Johnston. Of 
tile professionals showing themselves on 
the cinders during the day were the 
famed little Cuhfornian, Hardy Down- 
ing, who made Zeigler and Allen Jon 
hustle their liveliest last season, to catch 
one — two— or three; George Shurick, the 
fust Tacomau, who is now generally re 
garded as champion of the Coast, and 
who, during his recent visit to the East, 
gave an exhibition mile, paced, of course, 
in the remarkable time of 1.44, on the 
Boston track; and Frank Cotter, 
other Tacomun, who has only this sea- 
sou been promoted from the amateur 
class, but who, with his full quarter- 
mile sprints, is well worth watching by 
the best of the Coast siars. Sharick is 
at present riding very strong, and the 
intention is to send him after another 
Northwest record this afternoon— the 
mile, if suitable pace can be secured, 
and failing this, the half-mile unpaced. 
One of the especially attractive events 
ou the professional card is to be a pur- 
suit race, with a two-mile limit, in which 
Shnrick and Crawford will compete 
against Downing and Cotter. As this 
is the first pursuit race given in this city 
or province, a word of explanation may 
be in order. The start is made from 
opposite sides of the track, and should 
one team overtake the other within th 
distance of the race, a decision is of 
course given; if not, the team in the 
lend at the end of the two miles wins. 
Of the amateurs entered for to-day's 
races may be named Cooper Harrold and 
Fred. Schone, of Seattle; Walter Mil- 
ler, the first racing man that Port Ange- 
les has contributed to the ranks; and E. 
E. Blackmore, from Vancouver, with 
Christopher, Penwill, Allen Parr, C. B.

Baker, and J. Johnson, of this city, 
included in the amateur events is a trial 
of speed against the watch by Fred, 
Schone, in addition to which there will 
lie the full card of seven races, boys' 
tandem and pursuit race included.

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A CHANCE TO DO JUSTICE. 

ReCcrring to some newspaper, which it 
alleged said that anarchy exists in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and Unit the people could 
scarcely be blamed if they rose in rebel- 
lion against the present government, the 
News- Advertiser says: 

Those who assert that a state of 
anarchy exists here; that a rebellion 
would almost be justified, should either 
prove their assertions or withdraw them, 
It certainly is not in the interests oC the 
province that such extravagant reports 
•should be made. That th-ey are abso- 
lutely without foundation and only the 
result of bitter disappointment at the 
•unexpected defeat of the clique which 
for so long did what it pleased with pro- 
vincial resources, is snllleient to con- 
demn those who venture to libel the 
province and its people in such a man- 
ner. 

It always did make a great difference 
whose ox was gored. The Colonist is 
in the heartiest sympathy with this con- 
demnation of those who misrepresent the 
province in the eyes of the world. It 
has always taken this position, but it 
regrets that it has not hitherto had .the 
support of the News-Advertiser. No 
paper in British Columbia was more per- 
sistent in decrying the provincial credit 
and the reputation of provincial minis- 
ters than our Vancouver contemporary 
in the days when it wan in opposition. 
It was of little use to point out that the 
libels to which it gave currency were 
calculated !:o hurt the province abroad. 
For month after month it continued to 
assail Mr. Turner, his colleagues, and 
their policy in a manner which, if the 
Nows-Advertiser had possessed sufficient 
standing abroad to make its opinions 
count for anything, would have com- 
pletely destroyed the credit of the prov- 
ince. An English divine once said that 
the surest way to check the growth of 
skepticism in a clergyman was to make 
a bishop of him, and it is the working 
of the same principle which has led our 
contemporary to see the enormity of its 
past practices. 

But our contemporary ought not to 
stop at mere conversion. The tost of 
a change of heart, to adopt the phraseol- 
ogy of the prayer meeting, is a change 
^of life. "By their fruits ye shall know 
them " is a ride full of sound philosophy. 
'There is an excellent means right at 
hand by which the News-Advertiser can 
.show how sincere it is in its new profes- 
sion. 

No more hurtful statement, so far as 
(he province goes, and certainly none so 
far us the character of its public men is 
■concerned, has ever been made public 
than that involved in the allegation of 
the Lieutenant-Governor in regard to 
those so-called blank warrants. The 
Colonist admits that at the outset it re- 
garded the allegation as a minor matter, 
which would be readily disposed of by 
the few words of explanation that it 
then presented. It did not imagine that 
■anyone was capable of suspecting that 
Mr. Turner, a gentleman who for 
twelve years had tilled the office of 
finance minister, handling millions of 
money without giving rise oven to the 
faintest breath of scandal, and who for 
nearly two score years has been promi- 
nent in the business world, and enjoyed 
a reputation for most sterling honesty, 
would be guilty of any design to pervert 
a dollar of the public money from the 
use for which it was intended, or handle 
a dollar of it in any other than the regu- 
lar constitutional way. It believed that 
the reference of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to the so-called blank warrants was 
made under excitement and without a 
full knowledge of the facts, or reflection 
as to the inferences which unscrupulous 
politicians would draw from his lan- 
guage. Any other explanation is irre- 
concilable with his own language, for be- 
speaks of his high esteem for Mr. Tur- 
ner personally, a feeling which he would 
hardly entertain for a man who would 
be a party to a fraud upon the treasury. 
Hut it is easy to set the whole matter nt 
rest forever, and the News- Advertiser 
can do it. 

The editor of the News-Advertiser is 
the Hon. Francis L. Carter-Cotton, who 
is likewise Finance Minister. In live 
minutes Mr. Cotton can ascertain, if he 
has not already done so, what the so- 
called blank warrants were, who put 
them in with the others, why they were 
put in, whether the act of putting them 
.in implies anything wrong, and if their 
presence could have been taken advan- 
tage of for improper purposes. 

Under these circumstances, it is the 
.duty of Mr. Cotton, through the News- 
Advertiser, to vindicate Mr. Turner from 
.the base assaults that have been made 
upon him. It is his duty to do so, be- 
cause he ever found in Mr. Turner an 
'honorable antagonist. It is his duty to 
himself to do so, for he has on more than 
one occasion been ready to link his poli- 
tical fortunes with those of Mr. Turner. 
It hi his duty to the province, which is 
.suffering in the estimation ot the public 
abroad by reason of the circulation of 
this scandal. It is true that the News- 
Advertiser htm not itself alleged that 
anything wrong was done or intended. 
That dirty business hns been left to dirty 
people. It is also true that the matter 
has been fully explained. But it is nn 
old saying that a lie will travel raster 
•Hum (be truth, and the lie about Mr. 



Turner 5s proving no exception to the 
rule. 

Mr. Cotton knows perfectly well tlint 
the whole truth will come out when the 
legislature meets, but he has surely too 
high a sense of honor to permit a per- 
sonal friend, although a political oppon- 
ent, to rest for months under a charge 
of flagrant dishonesty, when he has only 
to write a short statement of the truth 
to vindicate him. lie will surely not 
allow the fact that a by-election is pend- 
ing in Vancouver to deter bin! from 
doing an act of the simplest justice. 

What will the News-Advertiser do ? 
It will do what the Minister of Finance 
thinks it honorable to do, and the public 
will have an opportunity of judging from 
its response to this article what that 
gentleman's idea of honor in politics is.

POSTAL ARRANGE 
ME NTS. 



Hon. Mr. Muloek's admirers never 
grow weary of lauding what ho has 
done for the postoillce department. 'What 
he has not done for the northern postal 
service is worthy of more attention than 
it lias received. At Dawson City, for 
example, the arrangements for delivery 
of the mail have been scandalous. I 
pie in the new centres of population in 
the West are not disposed to be unrea- 
sonable in their demands for postal ac 
conitnodation. They know how difficult 
it is for officialdom to keep up with 
western progress. But the neglect ex 
hibited at Dawson is without excuse 
All accounts agree as to the delay iuci 
dental to the getting of letters out of 
the postoillce there. This could easily 
have been prevented, if n few of the 
dollars, which Mr. Muloek boasts o 
having saved, had been expended in em 
ploying more clerks. But though delay 
in getting letters is aggravating enough, 
and often expensive, yet pioneers would 
not complain bitterly on that score, if 
favoritism did not get in its work, and 
that favoritism of the kind which money 
can secure. If everyone had to take hi 
turn at a delivery window, the proverbial 
good humor of a Western crowd would 
make even a wait of half a day tolerabl 
First come first served is a principle 
we are all used to in this longitud' 
What arouses the indignation of those 
waiting in the regular way to get their 
letters is the fact that those who, 
through influence of money have 
"pull," can get their mail by "the side 
door." To Eastern people, who do not 
know what the pressure for mail is at 
frontier office, where there are thousand 
of people nil equally anxious to he served 
this may seem a very trivial matter, but 
it is quite otherwise, and it is making 
the administration of Mr. Muloek's d 
partmcnt stink in the nostrils of Yukon 
miners. 

In regard to the Stikine mail service 
the postal arrangements at Glenoni we 
have already spoken, and there is noth- 
ing new to add to what has been said. 
The most complete disregard of public 
convenience was shown in this respect. 
Some of Mr. Muloek's boasted savings 
might have veen very well employed in 
giving the venturesome pioneers of that 
part of Canada something resembling de- 
cent mail accommodation. It was bad 
enough to induce them to go up the Sti- 
kine in thousands under the promise of 
immediate railway construction, and tie. 
least (hat might have been done was t< 
have supplied them with something ap- 
proaching modern faclities of hearing 
from and communicating with the out 
side world, 

THE NILE CAMPAIGN. 

As the correspondents' letter from the 
Nile are being made public the admirable 
nature of the Sirdar's plans is being 
made clearer. Every thing was done at 
the right time and at the right place. 
If a battalion was instructed to bo at a 
certain point at a certain hour, when the 
hour came, so did the battalion. The 
officers in charge had only to see to 
getting their men to the designated 
point. Some one else was looking after 
other mutters, such as the selection and 
preparation of the camping ground, the 
taking of the necessary sanitary precau- 
tions, the forwarding of supplies. Every- 
thing went like clockwork. Hence the 
men were always in good heart and good 
health. Some sarcastic individual, speak- 
ing of the advance of the Rillc Brigade 
up the river, said that the only mistake 
was that the men were not put on ice in 
Lcndon to be unpacked at Khartoum to 
do their share of the fighting, and then 
he repacked to be sent home. Such sar- 
casm is the best testimony to the effici- 
ency of the Sirdar's arrangements. A 
general who knows how to look after his 
soldiers properly, deserves victory and 
takes one of the surest means of se- 
curing it. 

A SUBURB OF ESQUIMALT. 

The first inclination of most: people will 
bo to laugh at the following from the 
Liverpool Post: 

"The Daily Mail Vancouver cones 
pondeut wires: Big extensions are about 
to be made at the Imperial dockyard and 
the fortifications of Esquimau, the Brit- 
ish Columbia headquarters and conling 
station of the North Pacific, it now be- 
ing proposo'I to absorb for Imperial pur- 
poses the whole site of Victoria, a. sub- 
urban village of Esquimau, the home of 
some 500 people." 

It is not, however, a joke. The stu- 
pidity of the man who handled the des- 
patch was a fitting compliment to the 
maliciousness of the correspondent who 
sent It. Wo any stupidity of the man 
who handled the despatch in the Mail 
oHlee, for though the Colonist makes no 
such journalistic claims as the Mail, it 
Mould not keep in charge of Its des- 
patches n runn who had so little know- 
ledge of the geography of the Empire :is 
the passing of such a despatch indicates. 

The Board of Trade ought to com- 
municate wlfth the Mail immediately 
upon this subject. TLe despatch has 



had not only such great publicity ns 
could be given it in the columns of the 
paper where it first appeared but it has 
evidently been, copied all over Great Bri- 
tain. An exposure of the trick played 
upon the Mall should he at once made. 

The statement is made with a great 
degree of plausibility that Hon. Mr. 
Sifton maintains at Ottawa a regular 
bureau to champion his interests 
throughout the Northwest It is alleged 
that he has in his department an official, 
whose duty it is to supply friendly news- 
papers with fulsome notices of his chief, 
which are published as a matter of 
course, the obliging organ receiving its 
recompense in the distribution of pat- 
ronage. If this statement is true, it be- 
trays a poor conception of their duty 
of Mr. Sifton's newspaper friends. A 
newspaper that will take its editorial 
views of a minister's conduct direct from 
the minister's office Is a parasite of the 
worst kind. The employment of public 
funds for such a purpose is unjustifia- 
ble, and the report that some owe on the 
regular staff of the interior department 
is employed to do such work ought to 
be investigated in parliament. 

The official announcement is made 
that the Crow's Nest Pass railway will 
be in operation to Kootenay Lake about 
October 1st. The speed at which this 
line has boon built is not the least in 
(cresting matter connected with it, and 
hears testimony to the wonderful pre 
press that has been made in the nH^_nf 
railway construction during' the last 
twenty years. But the great: interest 
attaching to the construction of the line 
to this point comes from the fact that it 
will open a splendid section of mineral 
ized country and furnish West Koote 
nay with cheaper fuel. We may look 
for even greater development in th 
southwest of the province in the next 
few years than has ever been experi 
enccd in all its past history. 



The question as to the necessity of 
closing bars and saloons on the day when 
the plebiscite will he taken on pr< 
hibition is hardly open to more than 
one answer. Section G of the Plebiscite 
act provides that the same proceedings 
as apply to a general Dominion elec 
Hon shall apply to the plebiscite "with 
respect to offenses and die penalty "in- 
curred." The Dominion election law de- 
clares the selling of liquor during an elec- 
tion day an offense and proscribes a pen 
ally. IJiuler these circumstances, we 
think the keepers of saloones and bar- 
rooms would be wise to make up their 
minds to close on September 29th. They 
will undoubtedly render themselves li- 
able to prosecution if they do not. 

A Quebec despatch to the Montreal 
Gazette say's that the sealers are will in 
to take $50,000 in settlement of their 
rights and give up pelagic sealing. We 
are in doubt whether or not. this amount 
is a typographical error, for the despatch 
goes on to speak of the sum as trivial. In 
ease any one really thinks that our seal- 
ers value their right so cheaply, it may 
be well to say that $75(1,000 would fairly 
represent the nctunl capital invested ia 
the industry, and that this does not in- 
clude a dollar to compensate the com- 
munity for the loss of n business which 
sustains about 10,000 people, allowing 
five persons to each famly dependent 
upon sealing for a livelihood.

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WARFARE IN SOUDAN. 

England's Long Fight Against the Fana- 
tic Mabdists— The True Fighting 
Dervish Has Passed Away. 

"IUmbiisli" In London Telegraph. 

I was Bitting one day in December, 
1882, on a Nile dababeah, at Assouan, 
when Minchetta, Sheik of the AhuMeh 
Arabs, came to pay mo u visit. He 
was a good type of an Arab gentleman. 
His aquiline nose, deep brown eyes, high 
features and well-formed bands and deli- 
cate lingers betrayed the noble stock 
from which he was descended, and, black 
though he was, his voice? and manner 
were those of a polished man of the 
world. Alas for Minchetta! hill partial- 
ity for Muhdisni led him to an untimely 
end— bis bones now white the snnds of 
his vide domain. In 1882, however, 
Minchetta was with Mohammed Pasha, 
Khalifa and Saleh, all important charac- 
ters in the Eastern desert. His men 
travelled constantly to Berber, Kossein, 
Suakiu and Kassala, and wide was his 
knowledge of the politics of the Soudan. 
It was (luring this visit that he told me 
of the Miihdl, of whom till then 1 had 
never heard, and phophesied his great- 
ness. It. was natural tlint I should not 
believe him. Mohammed Acbmed w.is 
a native of Dougohi, and the Dongolnwl 
lire of the vilest type of riverian Arabs; 
so I laughed at the idea of bis becoming 

a formidable enemy or u power. But 
Minchetta, even then a disciple, was 
right, as four years' campaigning and 
many a hard fight taught me. 

1 little thought that Bixteen years later 
bis followers would still be in possession 
of the Soudan am! Khartoum. Mohani 
mod Achmetl conquered Darfour and 
Korelofan, destroyed Hicks and Gordon, 
held bis own against the English in the 
Byuthl and the Eastern Soudan, and ac- 
tually fought a battle at Toski, within 
100 miles of Assouan. It shows us the 
power of fanaticism when we consider 
that the Mabdists took Obeid, Khar 
toura, Kassala and Berber, destroyed 
Hicks, shattered the Abyssinian army, 
led by the king himself, and killed that 
monarch, fought and all but won tjie 
battles of Abu Idea and Gubat, to say 
nothing of Teh. Tnmnl, Giness and 
Toski; and if to-day their race is nearly 
run. they still hold Omdurmnn and 
20.000 men, armed with every civilized 
instrument of destruction, accompanied 
by the English Grenadier Guards, a 
dozen powerful gunboats, and led by the 
Sirdar in person, are thought necessary 
to give a final blow to their power. 

Long experience of their tactics has 
made me consider the Mabdists as 
brave, but not a dangerous enemy. 
Favored as they were in the wars 
1SS3-S7 by the best of luck, they were 
only able to hold their own, while at 
Abu Klea and Gubat the (lower of their 
army, in overpowering numbers, failed 
to defeat (he little camel corps— an in 
congruous weak force, without artillery; 
u force, indeed, which was not intended 
for anything but a dash across an 
defended road. The public, even if the 
Khalifa makes his threatened stand a 
Onidltrman, need have no fear of tin 
result; this, to use a racing expression 
will be a walkover for the Sirdar and 
his huge army. I shall be surprised if 
he loses ninny men, especially as the 
dervishes are supposed to lie behind 
walls in a strong position. A dervish 
in a fort is indeed a fish out of water; 
to be dangerous lie must be on bis feet 
or on his charger, spear in hand; behind 
a wall, bombarded by modem artillery 
and howitzers, he cannot be considered 
an enemy at all to a civilized army. 

It is sad to think that we shall nevoi 
see again the charge of the true dervish. 
I am inclined to think that the great 
charge on the Second brigade at Tnmai, 
which shattered the square, the over- 
whelming attack at Abu Klea, nnd, 
finally, the beautiful advance at Gubat 
were the most picturesque episodes of 
the Mahdist's battles against the Eng- 
lish. As long as 1 live, I shall never 
forget the memories of Gubat. The 
camel corps, shattered by the losses of 
Abu Klea. started on the evening fol- 
lowing the buttle to march to the Nile. 
No sooner had darkness fallen than we 
had every proof of the disadvantages of 
night marches over an unknown and 
bushy country. Soon we were wander- 
ing, a confused mass of camels, cattle 
horses and bewildered infantry. Not- 
withstanding this unpleasant night, we 
arrived next morning at daybreak on the 
high ground above Moteramch, and the 
sun painted us a picture on the plain in 
front that well repaid our unpleasant 
vigil. The golden desert stretched be- 
fore us until it merged into the green, 
dourra-elad valley of the Nile, through 
which the great river ran like a thread 
Of silver. Far In the distance rose the 
blue bills, the ramparts of the mysteri- 
ous stream, and the desert at our feet 
was peopled with the chivalry of the 
Soudan. Horsemen galloped to and 
fro, thousands of spearmen wended their 
way to Intercept us, Iuiiees glittered in 
the sun, and a myriad waving banners 
spread out. to the morning breeze. 

It. was a grim moment when eventu- 
ally the little force of Guards and 
mounted infantry, perhaps not 800 
strong, advanced to meet the huge army 
in front of them, and to pierce a lane 
through it to the Nile. Aching, anxious 
eyes watched them from the zurobu, 
where lay our general, stricken early in 
the day, and many wounded comrades, 
with only enough water to last till morn- 
ing. The vultures, anticipating a cer- 
tain meal, snared over the little squ; ?c, 
aud the gazelles, rudely wakened by 
this unaccustomed strife, rushed madly 
here and there, or stood spellbound as 
we passed. At last we reached the open 
plain, and the Mahdlst host, which had 
been gathering round us, only waiting 
for a favorable moment to attack, mass- 
ed on some rising ground to our left. 
Fur n moment the two forces halted, 
looking almost into each other's eyes. 

The English, despairing of victory, but 
calm and steady, each soldier wearing 
on his fare that stern, determined look 
peculiar to an Englishman when lie finds 
himself In a tight place. The Mabdists, 
all animation and exultation, led by their 
rmirs and standard-bearers, stood forth 
in nil their glory, 10.000 spear tips glis- 
tened in the sunlight, and, with loud 
cries of "Allah Akbnr," this beautiful 
force dnshetl at its enemy. As the 
ehnrge began the soldiers of the English 
square cheered. Whether there was 
something ominous in the sound — for in- 
deed the eheor of English soldiers going 
into battle is a sound which no enemy 
can hear without emotion — or whatever 
was the cause, the Arabs checked their 
charge and pnnsed for one moment, as 
one sometimes sees n huge fight of birds 
stop before they turn in their fight; it 
was for one instant; then the hope and 
flower of Mnhdlsm, like a great wave 
whose white crest was formed by n 
thousand banners, dashed out its 
strength against the wall of determined 
men who waited Hilont.lT nt the bottom of 
the hill. Nor is It easy to forget the 
passing brnvory of the old Sheik who 
led his men into the Rquarc nt Abu 
Klen, 

Amid the storm of battle he rode 
calmly in front of his men reading his 
Koran, up to the muzzles of our rifles, 
nnd fell actually inside the square. I 
snvr hlm afterwards, nnd never saw a 
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face so calm nnd serene. Lot us hope 
his spirit has entered the Paradise which 
Mohammed promised, and which this dis- 
ciple had surely earned. 

The charge of the Hadendowns, though 
more effective, was nothing II k- so pic- 
turesque. Theirs was a suddi? i rush, 
generally when least expected, for they 
were, as a rule bidden, their dull; naked 
bodies being- almost- the color oi 
bush. General Graham nt Tnmai ehuig- 
ed them with the Forty-second Highland- 
ers, and not successfully. On the other 
hand, as large a body of Arabs attacked 
Ser Itedvers Bailer's force simultane- 
ously with the charge of the Black 
tVlttch, and was driven o0' without the 
less of a man. Discipline and steadiness 
were always too much for" tilt? dervish, 
vtho Is an able adversary against nn 
indifferent lender, and fatal to troops the 
least out of hand. 

Sir Herbert Kitchener knows every 
move on the board in the game he hns 
so successfully played. I only hope tint 
he will span? all the Arabs he can in 
memory of the star, medals, promotions 
nnd glorious recollections of which Mah- 
disin was the direct cause. 

But for the Mlllldi and Osnian Digna 
the names of Kitchener, Hunter and 
Wingato might have been unknown. It 
was Mnhdlsm which gave these gallant 
and able soldiers their chance. There- 
fore, 1 hope that the bloodthirsty but 
brave hagaras will not be exterminated 
in their vain attempt to defend an im- 
postor's tomb. Let us recollect that 
their only line of retreat is across an 
unfriendly desert on one side, or by the 
river on the other, where they would 
be shut off from water by the gunboats. 
And they have none of the transports 
necessary to support even their bard 
lives in the desert. I long to hear that 
the Khalifa has ilung up the sponge, or 
that the Bagnras, who are by no means 
fools in their own Interests, have thrown 
him to the vultures and -wolves. I shud- 
der to reflect that our old gallant, fear- 
less enemy may soon be Hying starved 
and wounded on the desert, or meeting 
death cooped up in some primeval style 
of fortification, battered by modern ex- 
plosives'. At nil events. I shall be sorry 
to think that with the collapse of Mnh- 
dlsm my heart will never again be stir- 
red by the weird beating of the war- 
drums, the only sound which broke the 
stillness of the long watches of the des- 
ert night; that the mad excitement, as 
weary and thirsty. I watched the charge 
of white-chid Bagarns, will never again 
be awakened; that as the dawn rises in 
alt its beauty over the desert of the 
Soudan, and opens the doors of that 
enchanted- palace of the sun. the day 
will break no longer upon the serried 
masses of Arab chivalry, with glittering 
and waving banners. I .shall cherish 
these recollections as long as life lasts, 
and devoutly hope that in the coming, 
and 1 know necessary, slaughter in the 
Soudan, runny of the best and pluckiest 
race of Arabs in the world will escape.

TRENT RIVER BRIDGE. 

The Coroner's Jury Unable to Determine 
the Cause of the Disaster. 

Nannimo, Sept. O.-Special)— The fol- 
lowing is the verdict of the jury in the 
matter of the Trent river bridge accident: 
"Re Trent river bridge, 9th September, 
1S0S, 3:05 a.m. After twelve hours and 
five minutes' deliberations the coroner's 
jury brought in the following verdict: 
We, the jury, beg to submit the follow- 
ing: Owing to the insufficiency of the 
evidence brought to bear on the break- 
ing of the Trent River bridge whereby 
the following persons met their deaths, 
namely, Alfred Walker, Richard Night- 
ingale, Alexander Milado, Walter Work, 
Nanka, and Osnna, we, the jury, are 
unable to determine as to the cause of 
the said breaking of the bridge. 

"While evidence was given proving the 
stability of the structure on the one 
hand, yet on the other hand evidence 
was given that the portion of the bridge 
known as the chords was found to be 
in a rotten condition in several parts 
which may have been the cause of the 
accident. One of the witnesses testilied 
that the said portion of the rotten chords 
was not sufficient — or in his own words, 
safe enough to carry the weight put on 
the bridge, and that in his opinion the 
bridge was not safe. M. H. P. Bell, 
civil engineer, another of the witnesses, 
proved by drawings and figures that if 
many portions of the chords were rotten 
yet the bridge was strong enough to 
carry six times more weight than was on 
the bridge when it fell. Iu his (II. P. 
Bell's) estimation the cause of the acci- 
dent was that the truss failed under the 
action of forces apparently at the north 
end of the bridge in the direction of its 
length. 

"Again we have the conflicting testi- 
mony of Mr. Hugh Grant, fireman, tak- 
en at his bedside that he felt no jar, 
no jolt or nothing unusual, but that the 
span sagged and went right down. Th( 
evidence of Nat Piercy confirms the 
above testimony. Ho says he saw or 
heard nothing, having been looking the 
other way or looking round the engine 
and some cars bad disappeared out of 
sight when he thought it time to jump 
and save himself. That again is con- 
tradicted by evidence of E. Walker, 
Who states he heard a rumbling noise 
like thunder. 

"There is no evidence to prove that 
the bridge was known to be unsafe by 
the Union Colliery company. We have 
the statement of Mr. Ilattie, bridge car- 
penter, against the evidence of Mr. II. P. 
Bell, civil engineer, and Mr. G. Mc- 
Laughlin, practical bridge builder, the 
said McLaughlin having by orders of the 
Union Colliery company, in the person 
of Mr. Little, the superintendent of the 
same, made a thorough examination of 
the bridge and retried it to be safe un- 
til Hie summer of 10!)!). 

"Taking the evidence as a whole, while 
we deplore the sudden taking off of so 
many persons from their sphere of use- 
fulness, yet we are unable to nrriv 
any other verdict than that the afore- 
mentioned deceased met their death 
from an accident caused by the falling of 
the Trent river bridge from some u 
known cause or causes.

within tuem. However, to the average un- 
travelled man, silling perhaps at home in 
comfort Cither retired from business on a 
coiufurtabie Income or still trying to attain 
that end, little is Known with any geo- 
graphical exactitude of such portions of our 
great empire as uritlsh Columbia, liven 
the better informed seem to have an Men 
that Rrltlsli Columbia is still a .separate 
colony and not a part of the Dominion of 
Canada. To theeo it would he well to 
tjtutc lit once that British Columbia consti- 
tutes ,Oil of several provinces coustltltlng 
.the Dominion of Canada, the other large 
ones being Ontario and Manitoba, the 
JSorth West Territories, besides several 
smaller provinces known as New Itruns- 
wick. Nova Scotia and Quebec. These pro- 
vinces have each their respective, provincial 
.governments. 

HISTORY OF TlIK COLONY, 
The fijst that one hears of any Imperial 
.authority In connection with this part of 
the worJd is in Charles 11. 's reign. A 
.charter of Incorporation Heeina to have 
been. grunted to 1'rlnce Rupert, |lbout lilil), 
giving exclusive rights over Hudson's liny 
mid "contiguous territory, then generally 
.Known as "liupert's Land." This charter 
appears, dually, to have become the pro 
.perty of the Hudson's liny Company, which, 
1 believe, had an original capital of only 
some £10,000. Tills company teems to have 
made enormous profits, 00 per cent, to 70 
per cent, being the average tor many years, 
and up till about the year 18(H), was left 
-In undisputed rights. Then another com- 
pany came Into existence, and, after hav- 
ing greatly demoralized the Indians with 
■drink and other ways, made itself so ob- 
jectionable to the Hudson's Bay Company 
that an amalgamation of Interests had tr 
be brought about to prevent further dis- 
order. 

In 1821, tho Hudson's Buy Company sur- 
rendered its original charier, and from that 
time it was provided that the crown laid 
-n right to establish a colony In any of Hi 
territories. On June IS, IS It"., the -lllth 
parallel was fixed as the boundary line 
."between the United .Stales and - Canada. 
Before this time, th/ Hudson's Hay Com- 
Jinny practically held sway over what an 
now tho Stntes of Oregon and Washing 
ton of the American Union. About IS IS 
Sir John 1'olly, who was then governor of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, recommended 

.Sir ,1a s Douglas to Her Majesty to taki 

the office of governor of Vancouver Island 
■and to the successful performance of thli 
•duty his name for ever after Is Indissoluble 
counecled with the foundation, rise and 
/prosperity of. British Columbia. 

The Hudson's liny Company, after mak 
lug various moves to points sultahllv placet 
-for Its trading posts, dually selected tin 
'grounds upon which tho city of Victoria 
■now stands, but which ut that time was 
known as Oamosnn. Governor Douglas so- 
elected 6,400 acres of land, for which he 
■paid £6,01.'!, and erected u Hudson'? Buy 
■post upon It, known as 'Fort Albert, a name 
•which, shortly after, was changed to the 
I name which now stands In gracious niein- 
■oiy of our Queen- viz., Victoria, unil It the 
-capital of British Columbia, where the pro- 
vincial parliament transacts its business 
iln u plcndld building just completed. 

In the charter granted In 181!) to the 
Hudson's Bay Company It was especially 
i stipulated that the company should, within 
five years from the date, establish on the 
islands a settlement of resident Colonists, 
nnd dispose of land to them at reasonable 
prices, to be applied towards the Improve- 
ment of the Island. The rent which tin 
government asked was the large sum of 
seven shillings, to he payable into the ex- 
chequer on January 1 In each year. Con- 
sequently, it was In this year that Van- 
•eouvcr Island was proclaimed as a British 
■colony anil opened up for colonization. 
In 1830 Governor Douglas opened the Brut 
house of assembly on Vancouver rsluml. In 
his opening speech he said: "It is remark- 
able us the first Instance of representative 
institutions being granted In the Infancy 
of a colony," nnd also stated what was 

• certainly; trutwnt Hint time, and. Indeed, for 

• II long time nf I er.vards— viz.. that the col- 

• ony was self-supporting, anil defraying all 
tho expenses of Its own government, and 
In this respect printed u striking contrast 
to even- other coWiy In the empire. 

In 1858 a separate colony was established 
•on the mainland, opposite to Vancouver 
"Island, named New Caledonia, afterwards 
'British Columbia. This seems lo hnve been 
Uargely brought about by Hie discovery of 
■gold on the Fraser river about this time, 
nod later on In the more northerly district 
of Cariboo. It Is said that a perfect armv 
of some 20,000 to 80,000 miners suddenly 
invaded the territory, and so great was the 
rush that the Hudson's Bay Company found 
it quite Impossible to pi-evidc such a horde 
with the necessary food •'ppllcs. It there- 
fore became evident that a separate colony 
would be required. A place on the main- 
land was selected as the capital, which 
Is known HH New Westminster. It may be 
-said that November 10, 1S.18. marked' the 
'legislative birthday of this colony. From 
•this time on there seems to have been a 
regular feud between two parties, one de- 
siring that Vancouver Island and the mnln- 
'land should bo one colony with Its capital 
at Now Westminster and tho other desiring 
"that ' the enpitnl should be 'at Victoria, 
'Finally, the Victorians won the day, and 
•those who had speculated In land in the 
■township of New Westminster with the 
'idea that It would become of great value, 
•owing to Its being the capital, practically 
'lost all their money, for the town nther- 
-wise up to the present day Is of no vcrj 
•great Importance In IflRO the two colonic: 
•were made Into one by proclamation. 

Wc next: come to the story of confedera 
lion. In 1S07 the other provinces of Can 
•ndn became confederated under the title «i 
"The Dominion of Canada," and In the 
following year the Canadian government 
desired that British Columbia should also 
Join the confederation, nnd then came some 
of the most spirited controversies that 
'have- ever taken place in the legislative 
counsels of the colony. Thus, one of the 
•chjef in tlie opposition to confederation Is 
reported to have said, In addressing the 
bouse,' "Hut, I say, sir, that hovvevpr 
much we are In favor of consolidating Bri- 
tish Interests, oar own must come first. 
Imperial Interests can well nfford to wait." 
Am Inter on. In the same speech, lie 
Stilted that "Whatever may be the result 
(if the present vote. It Is Impossible to deny 
the probability of the lesser being absorbed 
by the greater, and It cannot be regarded 
os Improbable that, ultimately, not: onlv 
Ibis colony, but tho whole of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, will be absorbed by the 
Dulled States." On the other side some 
very patriotic speeches wen? made. Thus 
one of the members Is reported to have 
said, In his debate, "For many yenrs I 
have regarded the union of the British Pa- 
cific territories and their consolidation un- 
der one government as one of the steps pre- 
liminary lo the grind consolidation of the 
"British empire In North America: I still 
'look- upon It In this light with the nrlde 
airid feeling of a native-born British North 
American." 

After much bitter discussion, however, 
confederation was finally concluded; but 
' was still practically made dependent upon 
the completion of the Canadian Pnellle 
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Hallway, as the colonists could not see, 
and probably very rightly, that any special 
advantage would accrue by confederation 
unless they were connected by railway with 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

In 1ST4 what Is known as the Pacific 
Hallway bill was Introduced, providing for 
the construction of a railway from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, In several sections, 
'the government, utter a period of dismal 
failure, was obliged to hand over the com- 
pletion of the road to a syndicate, under- 
taking to give It five millions sterling In 
cash and live million acres of land, guaran- 
tee Its bonds to the extent of :t per cent, 
for a number of years, anil allow nil ma- 
terial necessary for the construction of 
the line to be Imported free of duty, and 
to turn over to It such portions of the line 
as were already constructed anil In opera- 
tion. The total value of such sections was 
already some three millions sterling, and 
the grand total value of the "aid," or sub- 
sidy, amounted to about three millions 
sterling. 

The syndicate had agreed to build the 
rond from the Atlantic to the Pacific sea- 
board by May 1, 1801. It was, however, In 
1883 that the dual Settlement act was pass- 
ed by the province of British Columbia, 
and by this act a subsidy of about £100,000 
was pledged by the Dominion government 
for the construction of what is known ns 
the "Island Hallway," and other purposes, 
The syndicate which look over the railway 
from the government actually completed 
the work within the years, so that a regu- 
lar train service from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, a distance of about 3,000 miles, was 
Inaugurated In 1.SS7, and has been In regu- 
lar operation up to tho present time. It 
may thus bo said tlyit the real develop- 
ment of British Columbia has only taken 
place during the past 1" years— that Is, 
since the completion of this railway. The 
terminal of the Canadian Pacific Hallway 
on this Coast, for Instance, known as Van- 
couver, owes Its entire existence to the 
railway company, being now u nourishing 
and go-ahead city with a population of 
some 20.000 Inhabitants. 

THE MINING INDUSTRY, 

That British Columbia Is destined to oc- 
cupy a prominent position as a mining 
country cannot be doubted. This Is not ail 
assumption, but Is based on absolutely 
sound scientific reasoning. A chain of 
mountains which extends practically from 
the Antarctic to the Arctic oceans, through 
the South, Central and North American 
continents, ami Is variously known us the 
Andes, Sierra Mad re, and Rocky moun- 
tains, has been responsible for an enor- 
mous production of minerals, especially tin 
precious inctnls, gold and silver. It httf 
been In these mountains. In the States 
of Colorado, California, Montana, Idaho, 
and Washington that during the past de- 
cade or so very extensive mineral develop- 
ment has taken place. As the miners car 
rled on their work In the chain nf the 
Rocky mountains In those states they nit 
turally passed over the International bout] 
dnry line which divides the United State! 
from tlie Dominion of Canada, and Inline 
diately the same wonderful mineralization 
was found to continue In the adjoining pro 
rjuces of the Dominion of Canada. Thus 
we have now the well known mining camp: 
of the Kootcnnys, within which, In tin 
short period of five years, mining towns 
such as Hosslnnd have sprung Into exist- 
ence, with populations of 5.000 and 0,000 
Extensive mining operations have been car 
rled on In the districts of Llllooct, Cariboo, 
and Cnsslnr, while still further to tin 
north, and practically Joining the Arctic 
regions In th" same continuous chain nf 
mountains, the celebrated placer gold mine 
"f the Klondike have most recently been 
discovered. 

It has been asked whether there is nnv 
reason to believe that these northern dis- 
tricts will prove richer it, gold Mian any- 
thing else heretofore discovered. Whilst 
there is certainly no reason to believe that 
the gold has been diffused more generously 
through the rocks of the earth in these 
districts, yet there are certain reasons why 
a larger number of placer gold districts will 
be discovered In these northern regions. 
The reason for this is that. In these (lis 
trlcts the winter being very severe and 

the short su ler seasons intensely hot. 

there lire terrific variations in tlie tempera- 
ture. Consequently the waters which per 
eolate through the earth's surface nr. 
frozen In winter lime, and practically tic 
upon the rocks like so much dynamite. 
Then, when the snows melt, huge nioim 
tain torrents Hood tho rivers and mountain 
streams, nnd assist In breaking up the rock 
systems and liberating the gold contained 
l:i them. Thus nature, working on a gigan- 
tic scale, accomplishes what man can onlv 
achieve slowly and at it gnat cost with 
mining tools and machinery. 

The coarse gold being freed from Its sur- 
rounding matrix is frequently worn down 
lulo nuggets varying In size from a pin 
head to nieces weighing several pounds, 
probably the average size being more that 
of wheat or small beans. If the original 
deposits from which this gold has been 
rlyed Is close at hand, then these nuggets 
will In- more or less angular and have the 
rock matrix still al Inched. As gold Is 
nine times the weight of the rocks In which 
it Is found. It becomes quickly deposited In 
the rock bottoms of these mountain creeks 
mid subsequently Is covered and hidden bv 
deposits of gravel anil river mild, which 
11' Iner easily removes with the rough- 
est of mining appliances when the discov- 
ery is made. This class of mining there- 
lore represents the easiest anil most re- 
munerative form of mining work. No capl 

tal or great engin -lug skill Is required for 

I. Such deposits, however, are onlv lim- 
ited In extent, and in u few vein's the 
placer gold districts become exhausted and 
the mushroom tor.-ns which have sprung 
up during the prosperous times are abun- 
dpnod nnd the miner goes in search of new 
discoveries. It does not, however, prove 
that all the gold has been taken out of 
such districts, but merely that, so far as 
Individual labor Is concerned, there Ih no 
further profit In it. These districts, as a 
rule, have to wait the advent of some 
railway whereby cheap transport for ma- 
chinery and fairly cheap labor can be In- 

l; ' 1 ' 1- Then It Is usually found that 

they contain gravel deposits through which 
a, certain amount of gold |s dispersed which 
can only be liberated from the more or less 
compacted materials In which It Is contain- 
ed by breaking It up under the action of 
hydraulic pressure exerted against the de- 
posits by what are known as "Little 
(.hints or "Monitors." huge squirts, the 
water being conducted through lines of 
ditches frequently many miles in extent 
and costing anywhere from £.".00 to £1 000 
per mile and more to construct, then flnul- 
y through a line of nlpos Into the moni- 
tor rhesc huge jets nf water strike 
against the mass of gravels with a force 
of many thousand horse-power; nnd the 
gold being liberated Is caught In wooden 
troughs known as "sluice boxes." the fine 
gold being caught by mercury which Is 
placed In the- boxes. Every few months 
what Is known ns a "clean up" Is made 
that Is, all the gold Is collected nut from 
the various points where it has been 
cntlght In the sluice boxes. Oecaslonnllv 
It Is found necessary to use dynamite to 
Jrcak up the gravel deposits, 'which are 
imii ,lmPS fllsf cemented together 
JVItll big boulders. Then, of course, the 
nork becomes more costly. It Is usual to 
leekon the expense of such undertn kings 
not according to the ton, but according to 
the cubic yard of gravel removed. A very 
row ponce per cubic yard usually covers 
all the act tin I cost, of working, mid conse- 
liuciltlv If only one or two Bhllllntrs' worth 
of gold can be got out of each cable yard 
ravel large profits will be dm result 
of operations Is very great' 
cubic yards being easllv 
Bhrirt periods of time.

Fnr wont of wa- 
ter many valuable pinner deposits In Carl- 
boo have remained Idle, and tlmrn | R no 
point Which requires mure psrofn] nffen- 
tlon from the engineer In making his In- 
vest lea Hons. 

There Is nvorv rcnsnii to betln.-e tliit 
these districts will now ho opened up l)v 
railways. :is they have already attracted 
the attention of capitalists. Doubtless e 
great Incentive to the opening url of t'i" 
oiore remote mining regions of British Cn 
'nirihla will be the lnri*e qunnlify nf gopl 
"iiion will unquestionably be taken out 
In this perl Hie next fey<- years from Pm 
various creeks In what Is known as the 



Klondike district. Much of the super- 
fluous labor which has been crowding Into 
that district will have to find un outlet 
elsewhere, and will seread Itself through- 
out the other mining regions and further 
help to advance tho mining Industry. 

But even this hydraulic mining, being 
of a secondary nature, can only have u 
temporary existence, and It Is not until 
the actual veins are worked, from which 
the gold In these placer deposits was first 
derived, that mining of a steady and lust- 
ing nature Is inaugurated. For vein min- 
ing railways are essential, and. Indeed, 
lunny other factors are necessary for suc- 
cess, especially where the ores have to be 
smelted, when there should be an economi- 
cal supply of fuel such as coal and coke. 
Fortunately, British Columbia Is also pro- 
vided In this respect, large deposits of suit- 
able coal having been discovered In the 
Kootcnay country— that Is, the southern 
part of the province. The ever energetic 
Canadian Pacific Hallway Is now putting 
a brunch through this district which Is 
known us the Crow's Nest Pass. The gov- 
ernment, also, have passed bills for rail- 
ways to be put In In other parts of the 
province, especially through what Is known 
as the "Boundory District," which practi- 
cally extends through from the southern- 
most part of the province from east to 
west between l'entlcton and Hosslnnd. In 
this country there are large quantities of 
copper ores which will require very cheap 
facilities for their economic working. Thus 
railways and smelters will undoubtedly 
shortly be provided, and It cannot be long 
before' a very thriving industry of mining 
and smelting will be curried on through- 
out the district. 

A country which Is dependent upon agri- 
cultural resources alone Is always sure to 
make slow progress. It Is the discovery 
of gold and other valuable metals which 
causes railways to be built. Once the 
railway Is constructed the agricultural In- 
dustry follows In those districts where 
there Is nnv opening, as the mining indus- 
try creates 'a demand for food-stuffs, and It 
not frequently happens that a mining dis- 
trict finally becomes of even greater Im- 
portance fro:" agriculture. Thus, at the 
present time, we see that the State nf 
California, la which gold was discovered 
anil attracted invention to the Western 
States of the Union, Is now the most pro- 
ductive agricultural state. History Is al- 
ways repeating Itself, and there cannot be 
the least doubt now that British Columbia 
has proved that It contains great mineral 
wealth, especially that of gold, It will not 
be long before Its prosperity will be simi- 
lar to that which has taken place In the 
Western States of the neighboring repub 
lie. 

To the capitalist and Investor, British 
Columbia presents one distinct advantage 
viz.. It Is under the British (lag. and conse 
quently every assurance is given that laws 
will be properly administered and every 
protection given lo life nnd property. It 
is also a great advantage to the country 
that It lias practically been brought with- 
in ensv touch of the great commercial cen- 
tres of the world, since almost any portion 
of it. except those outside railroad com 
muulcntlon. can be readied within a fort 
night after leaving London, the greatest 
possible comfort being afforded moreovel 
both bv boat and rail to the traveller. 

Nearly all the districts, even some of tin 
most remote, such ns Cariboo, are directly 
connected by the telegraph, so that It Is 
possible In quite distant regions to cable 
direct to London and get a reply In a few 
hours' time. 

The Canadian government Is one of the 
most advanced in what It has accomplished 
In circulating Information relative to the 
country. In British Columbia the provin- 
cial government produces each year an ex- 
cellent report in connection with the mill- 
ing industry which Is simply overflowing 
with statistical Information of a most 
liable character. These annual reports lire 
uiso profusely Illustrated, and, In fact, bear 
throughout evidence of great Intclllgenc 
In compilation. The Board of Trade ills 
produces an annual report which Is full 
of statistics referring not only to mining 
but to other great Industries of the conn 
try, such us that known as lumbering and 
the salmon fishery. The lumbering busl 
ticss is n very important one. Some of 
the finest conifers In the world are found 
growing In the greatest luxuriance all along 
the Coast regions of the province, the 
famous Douglas pine being probably the 
most valuable of the species. A large 
quantity of this timber is exported to other 
parts of the world less favorably provided 
—doubtless some of It has been taken Into 
the mining districts of the Transvaal, i 
distance of many thousands of miles fron 
the spot on which It grew. 

The salmon cunning business has In 
creased by leaps and bounds nf late years 
One of the owners laughingly remarked ti 
me that his cannery had got the "record' 
catch, which, ho said, few in England 
would be Inclined to believe, as It amount 
ed to no less than (10,000 salmon In oiu 
day! The salmon go up the Eraser river In 
millions, so that In places it Is quite 1)1 
with the crowds of fish. The actual catch 
goes on for n short period, but for many 
months previous arrangements are being 
made for the catch, fishing boats and nets 
being got ready nnd cans made for pot 
ting the fish. The principal catch may be 
said to continue from the middle of .Tun 
to the middle of July, nfter which the 
work of packing nnd shipping contlnui 
till late In the autumn. It can easily I 
seen Hint this entails a lot of work, n 
millions of tins of salmon are put up each 
year. The headquarters of tills business 
is practically situated at New Wcstminsti 
a town situate a short distance from Va 
eouvcr and which was once the capital of 
the colony. 

Vancouver Is fast becoming the largest 
business centre of British Columbia. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway has of course 
done much to bring this about. At the 
present time there is a noticeable differ- 
ence between the people of Vancouver and 
Victoria (the capital of the province). In 
the latter place, which Is the seat nf gov- 
ernment and largely residential, owing to 
a number of more or less wealthy people 
having found It a peculiarly beautiful place 
to live In, there Is not much enterprise; 
the Inhabitants are quite content, nnd very 
rightly so, to live at ease, hnvlng In many 
cases won their fortunes with hard work- 
as miners In Cariboo, nnd desire to finish 
their days In comfort. Consequently they 
do not feel tempted to risk their incomes 
In new mining ventures. For this reason 
the country must look to outside sources 
for the Introduction of eapltnl to develop 
the various mining districts. There arc 
certainly not sufficient rich people In the 
country to do It. I feel persunted that Van- 
couver, possibly Hevelstoke, Winnipeg, To- 
ronto, and Montreal will be the great 
cities of Canada. Victoria I do not think 
will largely Increase, ns it is unfavorably 
situated as a distributing point. I am 
rather Inclined to think also Hint In time 
of war with any big nation which could 
operate on the Pacific Const, Victoria 
might be placed In a yery awkward posi- 
tion, whereas Vancouver could easily be 
protected, and has all the markings of an 
xcellent port. An abundant supply of 
fuel for all steam and manufacturing pur- 
poses onn always be obtained from the 
mines of Vancouver Island, and It Is prob- 
able that the same coal deposits will be 
found extending under the mainland. In 
all these conditions It Is not difficult to 
foretell with practical certitude that, as 
British Columbia developcs Vancouver will 
become a very large and Important town.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Liquidation Causes General Drop in Xew 
York— Dull Market in London. 

New York, Sept. D. — There was further 
drastic liquidation I" the stock market to- 
day at an expense to the price of stocks 
of between Jl ami $- per share In u great 
many cases. Among those stocks which 
have recently been subject to attack on 
account of Individual causes of weakness- 
es, there was a noticeable hesltansy on 
the pari of the bears about putting out 
short lines. The distinctly easier tone of 
the money market in the afternoon brought 
little recovery In prices aside from that due 
In covering by the room traders. However, 
the easier tone in money Is due to the In- 
crease In government bonds available as 
security to ride use the cash from the treas- 
ury. The reduction of the call loan rate to 
'1% per cent, resulted In the steadying of 
foreign exchange nnd u check to the ad- 
vance of the London money rate. New 
York banks continued to lose cash very 
heavily to the sub- treasury and the ship- 
ments of currency to the Interior show a 
large Increase over those of last week. 

The Evening Post's London cable suys: 
"Excepting for Kaffirs and West Austra- 
lian mining shares, which are booming, the 
stock market was quiet and generally dull 
to-day. The leading stocks were somewhat 
depressed o.v Cretan affairs. Americans 
were tint on the St. Paul dividend, closing 
near the lowest."

for Regulating the Supply of Water by the 
City Waterworks, uud Fixing the 
Rates to be Paid Therefor. 

WHEREAS by the "Corporation of Vic- 
toria Water-works Act, 1873," the munici- 
pal council of the city of Victoria are au- 
thorised and empowered to make such by- 
laws as to them shall seem requisite and 
necessary for (Inter ulla) prohibiting the 
selling, disposing, giving away, neglect, or 
waste of water supplied by the water- 
works, und for regulating the time, man- 
ner, extent and nature of the supply by 
the suld works, the tenements or parties 
to which and to whom the same shall be 
furnished, the price or prices to be exacted, 
ihrefor. and each and every other matter 
or thing relating to or connected therewith 
which it may be necessary or proper to 
direct, regulate or determine for issuing to 
the inhabitants of the city a continued and 
abundant supply of pure and wholesome 
Water: 

And whereas ft In deemed expedient to 
repeal the existing by-laws relating to the 
matters aforesaid, and to amend and re- 
enact the same. 

Therefore, the municipal council of the 
corporation of the city of Victoria enacts 
«s follows: 

1. The "Water-works Regulation By-law, 
.1804," and the "Water-works Regulation 
By-law, 1804, Amended By-law, 1SD5," are 
hereby repealed. 

It shall not be lawful for any person,, 
being the occupant, tenant or Inmate of 
any house, or otherwise supplied with wa- 
ter from the water-works of the city of 
Victoria, unless supplied by meter, to vend, 
sell or dispose of such water, or give it 
fiway to any person or persona whomsoever, 
unless In case of actual necessity, «r per- 
mit It to be taken or carried away by any 
person or persons whomsoever, or to use 
or supply it to the use or beuellt of others, 
or to any other than to his, her or their 
own use and benefit, or to Increase the 
supply of water agreed for with the l 
ter commissioner, or to wrongfully uegl 
or Improperly waste such water. 

3. That any person or persons guilty of 
any Infraction of any of the provisions of 
the lust preceding section shall, upon con 
vlctlon before any Justice of the peace be 
fore whom any proceedings may be take 
for the enforcement thereof, on the oath 
or affirmation of any credible witness, for 
felt and pay, at the discretion of the said 
Justice convicting, a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars for each offence, to 
gether with the cost of such prosecution 
or shall be Imprisoned at the discretion of 
of the said Justice convicting, for a term 
not exceeding three calendar months, with 
or without hard labor, and In default o 
payment of said penalty and costs forth 
with. It shall and may be lawful for the 
justice convicting as aforesaid to Issue a 
warrant under his hand and seal, to levy 
the said penalty and costs, or costs only 
by distress and sale of the often 
der's or offenders' goods and chat- 
tels; and In case of no sufficient 
distress to satisfy the said penalty and 
costs, It shall and may be lawful for tli 
justice convicting as aforesaid to commit 
the offender or offenders, to prison for any 
period not exceeding three calendar months 
unless the said penalty and costs be sooner 
paid. 

4. The owner or occupier of each building 
using the water of the said water-works 
shall, at bis own expense, lay down and 
provide, and at all times maintain arid keep 
In good condition, all the pipes and appara 
tus upon bis premises or for his use, oi 
the description and subject to the rules fol 
lowing, namely: Such pipes shall be ant I 
corrosive and laid to a depth of not less 
than sixteen Inches below the surface of 
the ground and be provided with a suffi- 
cient number of stop and waste co"ks, 
with bnadles placed above the surface of 
the ground, by which the water can bo 
shut off and all pipes exposed to frost 
drained dry when required, and no con- 
sumer shall run, or allow to run, water to 
waste either .to prevent pipes from burst- 
ing by frost or otherwise. 

5. The drawing (bib) stop and ball cocks 
shall be strong and of bard brass, and of 
the kind known as the compression cocks, 
or such other kind as may be sanctioned 
by the wnter commissioner or city engineer, 
and In courts or yards of houses and other 
exposed pla-ces shall be protected by a cas- 
ing made to open with a key and kept 
locked. 

0. Every cistern supplied from the snid 
water-works must' be absolutely water- 
tight, and provided with a ball cock and 
proper means of access and Inspection, and 
must not have an overflow or waste pipe 
unless the same Is constructed to the sat- 
isfaction of the water commissioner or city 
engineer. 

7. Every water closet supplied from the 
said water-works must be provided with 
full and complete apparatus, with nroper 
valves so arranged to let down not" more 
thnn one boot or division full of water at 
ench pull and to prevent the water from 
running to waste by Inattention or neglect, 
and a proper basin, scatterer, weighted 
level, pan, trap, and other appliance need 
ful to prevent such water closet from he 
coming a nuisance and inducing an undue 
consumption of water, and thr? valves must 
be worked by brass or capper wire. Every 
self acting or pull down water closet must 
be of u description approved by the water 
commissioner or city engineer. The double 
valve service boxes must bo provided with 
n ball tap of the approved kind, half an 
inch in diameter. No water pipe shall com- 
municate with a closet otherwise than with 
the cistern or service box and so as to 
prevent the return of foul air or Impure 
matter Into the pipes of the said water- 
works, and no water pipe shalL communi- 
cate directly with any urinal or slop hop- 
per. 

8. No water pipe shall be laid through, 
In or Into any slough, drain, ashpit, man- 
ure hole, or other place from which In the 
event of decay or Injury to such pipe, the 
water of the said water-works might be- 
come foul or escape without observation or 
without Injury to the consumer. Where 
any such slough, drain, ashpit, manure 
hole, or other place shall be In the un- 
avoidable course of the wnter pipe, such 
pipe shall be passed through an exterior 
or cast-iron pipe or box of sufficient 
length and strength to afford due protec- 
tion to the water pipe nud to bring any 
leakage or waste within the meuns of easy 
detection. 

0. No pipe or apparatus shall be connect- 
ed wllli the said water-works until It has 
been Inspected by the proper officer of the 
suld water-works and oer titled by hint to 
be In accordance with the water-works 
regulations. 

10. Every water raster must (unless

The Okhotsk settlement was established 
the snmu year that our New Haven* was 
founded, four years before the outbreak 
of the English revolution which resulted in 
the execution of Charles I, aud l.'tS years 
before the American colonies proclaimed: 
their Independence! The treaty of Ner- 
chinsk, concluded ' between Russian and 
Chinese envoys, and, by the terms of which 
Russian progress liito the valley of the 
Amur was stayed for 200 years, was negor 
tinted In 1689, 100 years before the rail of 
the Bastlle and 100 years before Washing- 
ton took the oath as president of the 
United states. The Okhotsk settlement 
nnd the Nerchinsk treaty were only tho 
forerunners of the trnns-Slberinii railroad, 
the absorption of Manchuria and the occu- 
pation of the Lno-Tong peninsula, nil of 
Which are recent events In Asiatic history. 
The NeivhhiNli treaty but Stopped the In- 
flux of the Utisslnns.luto the valley of the 
Amur to make Nerchinsk the center of 
Russian trade with China, and served to- 
drive the Intrepid Russians southward from 
Okhotsk to Yludivostoek nnd thence to 
Peking. 

The question which arises with refer- 
ence to Russian development Is nt what 
point Ilusslun ambition will be satisfied. 
Her position Is established on the Black 
sea. on the Caspian and on the Baltic. 
She lias on the Lno-Tong peninsula the 
open port on the Pacific which she has 
been struggling for 200 years to get. - She 
has n railroad connecting her capital with 
her port of debarkation on the Pacific 
"The purely military dlf (lenities of the 
cnstwnrd expansion have been,' 1 as Sir 
George Clarke expresses It, "comparatively 
small ; but the vast distances, the rigorous 
climate mid the poverty of the country 
hnve combined to retard the accomplish- 
ments of the long-cxlKtent ambitious." Not- 
withstanding dlsanpoliitments, Russia has- 
the rnllronfl, and K is nearly ready for op- 
eration. The farmers who have been set- 
tled along the route bv the government' 
will be given work nt living wages on the- 
railroad until their crops mature. Work Is- 
being rushed on the docks and defenses nf 
Archangel, to give nil outlet to the Atlan- 
tic ocean by way of the White sea, the- 
Archangel sen and the Arctic ocean. Two 
hundred years ngo Archangel was a con- 
siderable port, and had a large foreign 
commerce for those enrly times. When 
St. Petersburg was founded. Archangel' 
wns (llscrlmlnateil against anil Its trade and 
nopnlntlon were diverted to St. Petersburg 
Now that Archangel possesses great strate- 
gic Importance, It is again In rovul favor. 

The Csnr's pence proposal Is shrewdly 
surmised to be only a parley to gain fur- 
ther time. Nicholas needs nt least two 
years more preparation. By thnt time the 
trans-Siberian railroad will have been com- 
pleted nnd the fortifications on tho Lao- 
long peninsula nnd at Archangel be al- 
most Impregnable; the farmers along the 
inllrond will have eothored their ilrst crop: 
and Russia generally will be In a position 
to iittaok or to defend. If England Is to- 
strike, now Is the time. 



THE PLEBISCITE. 



To the Editor: Vour correspondent,. 
Samuel Clay, objects to the plebiscite,, 
because, first, it threatens the confisca- 
tion of the property of certain tax-paying 
citizens, i. e., saloon-keepers, distillers, 
etc. Secondly, because it is an attempt 
to secure by law certain ends which" 
some of the people desire; and thirdly, 
because it is a concession on the part of 
tho federal government to the wishes of 
extremists. 

Take the third point first. It is the- 
duty of a representative government to 
carry out the wishes of those it repre- 
sents. It represents— or is supposed to 
represent— a majority of tho people of 
Canada, But a question exists as to 
what tho majority of the people of Can-- 
nda wish ns to prohibition. What can' 
bo more reasonable than to nsk the- 
people ? And what is fairer than to- 
detach the question from tho entangle- 
ments of an ordinary political campaign?' 
Conservatives nnd Liberals are found oti > 
either side of this question. They an- 
swer now for or against prohibition, 
without regard to party affiliations. Thc- 
minority, whichever it shall turn out to- 
be, has rights; tho legislature will pro- 
tect those rights, having in view always 
the welfare of the Dominion. If Die 
government had happened to be Con- 
servative, it doubtless would have done, 
in this instance, precisely as the Liberal 
government has done. 

As to the first point— the outlawing of. 
a business. Whether compensation 
ought to be given for the suppression of 
a hurtful occupation is a matter for the- 
legislature to decide. Governments en- 
act laws which ruin some businesses." 
They do it for the general good, and the- 
injured men silently accept the situation, 
Tho present government passed a' law; 
which crushed the rice nulls of this - - 
city. That business was not a disgrace- 
ful or a demoralizing business, but, on. 
the contrary, honorable in every way,, 
and yet we submit to this hardship be- 
cause the majority think it for the gen- 
eral good. It is a curious illustration of 
the impudence of those who live by 
prostituting public morals that it is pre- 
eminently they who set up a howl when 
their business is hurt. When lotteries- 
wore suppressed, the promoters of those-' 
enterprises wanted pay for their shops,-.. 
wheels, balls and other apparatus for 
swindling. They didn't get it, 

The liquor business is doomed, if not 
now, then in the near future, when Can- 
ada shall have grown in intelligence. 
Men going into that business know tliis^ 
and have known it for years; They go 
in knowing the risks they run from an 
outraged public sentiment. They haver 
made much money, every dollar of which 
has been at the cost of sin and suffering 
somewhere. It is quite enough that 
they be allowed to retain the wealth 
which has cost the public so much. No 
reason is apparent why they should bo 
the special pots of a country they have 
injured, while all ' honest and useful 
trades have to take their chances, Still, 
if it shall seem good to our legislature 
to make an exception of this bad busi- 
ness, aud pay brewers and distillers for- 
ceasing to do harm the country can stand 
it. It would bo a bud precedent, how- 
ever. 

The next point against the plebiscite 
is that temperance men want their 
wishes curried out by law. And why 
not ? How else can the people's will 
be carried out. Obscene literature used 
to be sent through tho mails. By that 
menus that polluting stuff was smuggled; 
into schools. Decent people made ob- 
jection. It was a profitable business for' 
the makers arid vendors of the vile- 
hooks. Much money was invested in 
presses- aud .plant, But the employment 
of the mails was taken away from that 
business, and it was checked. And it 
wns done by law, Would Samuel Ciay.- 
object to that ?

Many Canneries Will Pack Colioes 
A Steamer for Sau iunn- 
cisco Direct. 



Vancouver, Sept. 0. — The Mannuense, 
it is reported, is shortly to be put on the 
direct route between Vancouver mid 
Sau Francisco. 

Quite ji number of colioes nre running, 
Some 18 or 20 canneries will puck them. 
Yesterday the dinners met and express- 
ed their opinions of th-e obnoxious new 
regulations, the general feeling being us 
recently expressed by Mr. O. I, Wilson 
and reported in the Colonist. 

At a meeting of the shareholders of 
the B. C. Iron Works to-day, Auditor 
Skene reported the books in very bad 
shape. The less on the Kothesay, the 
British America corporation steamer, 
and live other steamers totalled 
$81,730.08, and bad debts represeat 
$120,000 more. Auditor Skene concludes 
his report as follows: "1 regret that 1 
cannot in any way modify my former 
reports on the state into which the books 
had been allowed to get. There are 
many discrepancies in the books. For 
^ample, one account shows a balance 
•to the CWuJpany of over $11,000, but 1 am 
informed that the correct balance* is 
about $5,000. In another there is 
a baluuce of. oyer $0,000, while the 
amount actually ike to the company is 
Jibout $1,1)00. I cannot say how these 
•'iiSercucea have arisen, but they cer- 
tainly ought to be most carefully looked 
into. In framing the balance sheet, I 
found a contract of over §0,000 had not 
been debited to one of the company's 
customers, the amount in the ledger sim- 
ply showing that 10 per cent. ($5-10) had 
been received from this customer." It 
will take three weeks more to. get the 
books in shape. 

The steamship Umatilla, from San 
Francisco, unloaded 325 tons of freight 
at Vancouver this morning. 

Ninety-five nrst-fluss passengers are 
booked to sail by the steamship Empress 
of Chiaa for the Orient. 

Jobbers report creamery butter still 
stronger. It now wholesales at 21c; 
dairy is still 10 aud 17c. Eastern eggs 
are wholesaled at 17 to IIVjc; local at 
35c. Lard is a trifle lower, being quot- 
ed at 0% and 10M>e. Codlish have come 
into sale at 8 cents. The only game ex 
posed for sale is venison, wholesaling at 
10 cents. California lemons are down 
to $5 aud $5.50. Tomatoes are selling 
at 4 cents a pound. Watermelons are 
$2.50 and $3. There are no changes in 
the flower and feed market, and the 
meat market remains the same as last 
week.

The Cosmopolitan hotel, Tort Haney, 
was totally destroyed by Qre at 4 o'clock 
this morning. Most of the effects also 
v-ere consumed, The loss is estimated 
at $2,000, 

Scorching Cyclist to Blame.— What 
rright have been a very serious accident 
occurred last night about 8:30 on Gov- 
ernment street, outside- the C. P. It. tele 
graph ollice. Master Hugh Wilmot, a 
messenger of the telegraph company's 
force, had just come out of the office and 
atarted to run across the street, when a 
scorching cyclist struck him, without the 
slightest warning, 'throwing him about 
12 feet and directly across the car line.

When the ease is brought to trial, an 
interesting point may be raised. The 
excuse for the Times' allegations was a 
statement made by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in one of his letters to Mr. Tur- 
ner. Will the Times endeavor to cull 
the Lieutenant-Governor as a witness, 
and if so. will the Lieutenant-Governor 
claim that he is privileged, as a repre- 
sentative of the Crown, from testifying 
in court as to advice given him in that 
capacity by a member of the Executive 
council V This question is one of the 
first that suggests itself in connection 
with the case, that is, if the Times shall 
plead the truth of its allegations and at- 
tempt to justify them.

rUBLIO INDIFFERENCE IN ELEC- 
TIONS. 

What Is the Remedy? Not Penal Enact- 
ments Like Compulsory Voting. 

Thoughtful men deplore the widespread 
carelessness and Indifference to good muni- 
cipal government, manifested especially at 
election time, when one would suppose that 
every good citizen would tnke time and 
trouble In an important public matter, In- 
stead of having to be persistently canvass- 
ed by candidates and their agents, and 
perhaps coaxed to go to the polls. 

Various superficial and penal remedies 
have been proposed, amongst them Compul- 
sory Voting and the legal Abolition of Can- 
vassing. Such methods are objectionable 
and Inefficient. 

GET TO THE ROOT OF IT. 

But what nre we to do? Is there no wny 
of curing these evils'/ 

Certainly there Is. For every wrong net 
there is a motive. 'When the wrong act 
Is a common thing amongst many respecta- 
ble people, then there must be an underly- 
ing motive common to all these people, 
which leads them to act as they do. lo 
llnd out and remove that motive, and to 
supply a stimulus in the opposite direction 
Is far better than your prohibitions and 
pains and penalties. It is the old story 
that, prevention Is bettor than cure— espe- 
cially when the cure does not cure. 

What, then, is the motive, the reason, 
for oublle Indifference at municipal elec- 
tions'? Its root Is In a system which re- 
stricts th° choice of the elector to can- 
didates thai he doen not cure about, or 
gives him occasionally the privilege of 
throwing away his vote on a man he I s 
Interested in. but who cannot be elected. 
No wonder the voters nre Indifferent. Re- 
move vnur stupid obstacle's to their doing 
the right thing before you punish them 
for not doing It. 

UNDER A COMMON SENSE PLAN. 

Consider the effect, of n reasonable and 
proper system of election. 

Take as an Illustration n city governed 
by a council of nine aldermen, elected by 
proportional representation every year from 
the city at largo, the ward boundaries be- 
ing abolished. Those aldermen would be 
elected In such a way that one-ninth of 
the electors, from nil over the city, could 
elect one alderman. ; 

S'.o the wide freedom of rliolce! Instead 
of hldf-n-dozen ward candidates, sixteen or 
elRhtcen men of wide reputation, known 
from one end of the city to the other 
Amongst these there would surely uo some- 
one man whose candidature would strongly 
rouse vour Interest, and for whom you 
would "make a point of recording your 
single vote, rorhaps ho might be a sup- 
porter of some reform that you believe In; 
perhaps advocating some special city Im- 
provements that you wanted; perhaps a 
man so well nnd favorably known that you 
would Ue glad to support Mm; perhaps 
even a personal friend, of yonrs, bnt not 
living In vour particular political pen — 
the old ward. Little matter what, so long 
as you, the voter, had n wide choice to 
rouse your Interest. . .„ , . 

Then, the grand fooling of nn efficient 
ballot, the knowledge that your vote would 
toll— would bo a real factor In the contest 
- would count cither for someone you want- 
ed or against someone you did not want! 
This fooling would come from marking 
nine candidates In the order of your choice, 
so that If vour favorite candidate did not 
need your "vote. It would not be thrown 
nwav. but would count for someone else. 

Besides, the calibre of the candidates 
would be greatly Improved, because they 
would have to bo favorably known 
throughout the city, not with mere ward 
reputation. 

THE CANVASSING OF VOTEltS. 

As to canvassing, the motive and necessi- 
ty for it would be largely removed by the 
abolition of the ward system, and t,uQ in- 
troduction of provincial representation; be- 
cause each candidate would appeal to that 
group or tiuota of the electors, spter.d over 
the whole city, who wero !p. accord with 
his Ideas; and It would be a difficult, 
almost Impracticable, thing, to trump the 
whole city, or hire men to do It, and pick 
out the particular one-ninth of the voters 
on whom he could rely for election. Ap- 
peal by printed addresses on the grounds 
of principle nnd character would then be 
the principal factor; whilst the factor of 
personal persuasion would become of little 
value. That Is n better way of abolishing 
canvassing than by prohibition With pains 

'''i'UIlLl'o'' INTEREST IN ELECTIONS. 

It Is not easy to overestimate the neces- 
sity and importance of public Interest In 
elections, because this is a vital matter. 
Hut the way to do right Is to begin rightly 
—on t> right foundation. 

What we have said about the benefits 
of ward abolition and effective voting ap- 
plies to nearly every city, town and village 
on this continent. Everywhere there is 
reason for the same complaint of Indiffer- 
ence to elections and difficulty of getting 
the right men elected. Everywhere the 
cause Is the same faulty method of elec- 
tion, which restricts .the choice of voters, 
prevents their uniting to get the men they 
wait, places a premium on mediocre 
ward politicians nnd straddlers, nnd shuts 
out radical advocates of social and munici- 
pal reform. There must be a strong public 
interest and even enthusiasm In elections 
before we have good municipal govern- 
ment. 

To rouse that Interest permanently there 
IB hut one way; the adoption of provincial 
representation, which has well been call- 
ed Effective Voting, And the first step In 
this direction Is In many cases the advo- 
cacy of the Initiative and referendum, 
which Is a good thing In Itself, and, If In 
force, would give a sure means of getting 
proportional representation when a ma- 
jority of the people understood the value 
and desired the adoption of this hitter re- 
form.— Ex.

WHOLESALE MURDER. 
Great Britain is waging one of those 
dirty little stock exchange wars of hers 
along the Nile, and her soldiery are 
butchering the inhabitants of that in- 
teresting aud historic country with a 
diligence any slaughter-house- employee 
might envy. It has been pointed out 
again nnd again that Great Britain is in 
Egypt solely on account of financial c-cm- 
siderutioas — stocks and bonds, and th.tt 
nil the Jingo talk about '"our rights" and 
"protection of the route to India" is pure 
bosh. If, however, there is any ground 
whatsoever other than the gross and 
shameful one we have mentioned, why 
a great, free and enlightened nation, re- 
puted to be very humane in its dealings, 
is meddling with affairs in Egypt we 
should he glad to learn it. On Saturday 
we had the painful duty of publishing ii 
despatch from the "seat of war" an- 
nouncing a "victory" of the British and 
Egyptian troops over the dervishes, as 
bloody and disgusting a story of murder 
as we ever rend. We nre told "the Brit- 
ish and Egyptian troops cheered one an- 
other until late at night over the capture 
of the position and that the thick bush 
and river bed were full of dervish dead." 
Two thousand of the natives were 
Slaughtered like sheep. Pleasant read- 
ing for British Christians at the end of 
the 19th century. The machine guns, 
worked in comfort and security by the 
gallant British soldiers, the more intel- 
ligent Christian and civilized white bro- 
thers of the dervishes, mowed down the 
co'ored men in heaps, and all the horrible 
accomplishments of ghastly wounds and 
torn and mangled fragments of human 
bodies lending eclat to the proceedings 
when "the British and Egyptian troops 
cheered one another." We are also told 
there was great "rivalry" to he first in the 
glorious race upon the dervish position," 
and that the deadly nature of the British 
tire was shown by the immense numbers 
of dead camels, donkeys, and other ani- 
mals iu the trenches, besides the two 
thousand poor, half-armed, unorganized 
dervishes. Pah! This bloody, wanton, 
useless slaughter is sickening to read 
about. And this is what Britisli people 
have come to call glory. Butchering 
dervishes in the Soudan and gallant 
Afrldls defending their own homes in the 
mountains of India. At such names as 
Waterloo, Snlamca, Bndnjoz and Vic- 
toria we feel the glow of pride, for there 
the Britisli soldiers shed their blood in a 
noble oAUse— the overthrow of a mil- 
itary despotism that threatened Euro- 
pean liberty— hut this vile shambles of 
Athara is horrible.shameful beyond mea- 
sure, and Britons may do themselves the 
honor to blush nt that bloody name, as 
they arc somewhat inclined to do at the 
recital of the story of II . M. Camper- 
down s shells slaughtering the brave 
Cretan shepherds fighting for their lib- 
erty against the Turks at Canea— the 
most disgraceful episode in British his- 
tory. But in all that disgusting report 
about the "battle" of Athara there 
is nothing more sickening and disgusting 
than the remark of the Sirdar, Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener (?) to the men during 
their gory jubilations amidst the wrench- 
ed and battered corpses of their enemies, 
that "they must not forget Owl." A 
more impudently blasphemous thing no 
commander ever Uttered, considering the 
awful circumstances and the surround- 
ings. But no matter whether the but- 
chers of Athara foTget God or not, doubt- 
less He will not fail to remember them at 
the final accounting. British military re- 
cords are beginning to drip as bloodily as 
those of Rome In the expansive period 
of her history.

THE BATTLE OF OMDUItMAX. 

There will be only one regret, on tho 
part of the British government in regard 
to the battle of Omdurman, namely, 
that the Khalifa should have escaped. 
The escaped lenders will be sure to busy 
themselves in making fresh trouble for 
the victors in the Soudan by collecting 
around them the tribes of the desert at 
a distance from the Nile, and possibly 
massing an army strong enough to call 
for another Omdurman. The general 
ship displayed by General Kitchener was 
so thorough as to call forth the admira 
tion of German experts. The steadiness 
of the British infantry and the spirit of 
the cavalry regiments, especially the 21st 
Lancers, were quite equal to the quali- 
ties displayed by their forerunners in 
these ranks on fields now historic. The 
feat of the 21st was a brilliant one, 
though not to he classed with the Light 
Brigade charge at Bulaklava. The work 
clone by the artillery seems to have been 
most effective; white the rapid-lire guns 
did terrible execution among the onrush 
ing hordes. The British line regiments 
and the Egyptians fought side by sid 
with the same comradeship that obtain 
between our men and the Sikhs and 
Goorkhns of the Indian army, The result 
of the battle of Omdurman will be the 
opening up of Central Africa from the 
north, the laying of railways through 
the Sahara, possibly the irrigation of 
that enormous, useless tract, and a 
change for the better all round. As for 
the dervishes, the natives of the con- 
quered country, no regret need be felt 
for they were a badly-behaved lot al- 
ways, and as they stood in the way of 
the advancement of civilization they 
had to go. General Kitchener has 
clone his work like a soldier and will 
deserve nil the glory he may get from 
his grateful and admiring couiitrv. 
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BAD HEART— DIZZY HEAD.
